CROATIAN LEADER REPORTED 
IMPEACHED FOR TREASON 


Raditch and Four Deputies in Jugo- 

Slav Parliament Said to Have 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, July 21.—M. Raditch, 
Crotian leader in the Jugo-Slav Par- 
liament, and four Deputies have been 
impeached for treason, according to 
an Exchagge Telegraph dispatch to- 
day from Vienna. They are charged 
with defaming Queen Marie and with 
publishing a proclamation inciting 
the people. Raditch’s arrest has been 
ordered. 


Rodvitch, a Crotian bookseller, con- 
trols a bloc of 6@ members in the 
Jugo-Slav Parliament and held the 
balance of power between the Demo- 
crats and Radicals. One of his car- 
dinal aims has been the establish- 
ment of a Crotian republic within 
the Jugo-Slav monarchy. In this he 
has been vigorously opposed by Pre- 
mier Nicola Pachitch who brought 
the Serbs, Croats and Slovens to ac- 
cept the present constitution of Jugo- 
Slavia. 


JOB “BLUE BOOK” SUSPENDED 


Office Hunters Will Have to Do 
Without Register Listing Salaries. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Office 
hunters and politicians will have no 
“blue book’ to guide them next year 
in finding Government jobs. Sen- 
ator Moses of New Hampshire, 
chairman of the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Printing, today signed 
an order temporarily suspending 
publication of the book, called the 
“official register,”” and announced 
he would ask Congress to repeal the 
law under which it has been pub- 
lished. 

Since 1816 the Government has 
issued the “blue book” every two 
years. It lists all positions under 
the Federal Government, together 
with the salaries paid and the names 
of the incumbents and has been in 
great demand among those seeking 
jobs fer themselves or their con- 
stituents. In the interest of econ- 
omy, and with the approve! of Sec- 
retary Denby, the committee also 
has stopped publication of the “navy 
vear book,’ in which was printed de- 
talls of appropriations for the navy 
and other information . regarding 
the nation’s sea forces.

The firm has announced it is unable 
to meet its obligations at present.

ST. LOUIS MILLIONAIRES IN 
NEW CLUB FOR RICH MEN 


Only Seven-Figured Members Ad- 
mitted to $3,000,000 Clubhouse to 
Be Built on Island in Louisiana.

NEW ORLEANS, La., July 21.— 
A new clubhouse is to be built on 
the southern end of Pecan Island, 
near Abbeville, at a cost of $3,000,- 
000, according to Edward A. MclIi- 
henny, one of the chief promoters 
and a millionaire sportsman, who is 
now in New York having architects 
work out the plans. 

“The richest men of the East are 
members,” said Congressman Rob- 
ert J. Boudreau here today, in an- 
nouncing the plans of the club. “The 
members already in are influential 
men from S8t. Louis, Chicago, New 
York, Philadelphia and the Great 
Central West. The place will be 
strictly a millionaire’s affair and all 
others will be left out.” 

The club is near and adjoins the 
largest game preserve in the world. 


BELASCO DISCARDS SPOTLIGHT 


Footlights Also Abolished at His 
Theater for New lighting System.

NEW YORK, July 21.—The spo 
light and footlights, whose use is 
traditional in theaters, have been 
discarded by David Belasco, produc- 
er, who today completed the instal- 
lation at the Bela Theater of a 
new system of st illumination 
suggested by the rainbow. Belasco 
believes that the system, which is 
the result of years of experimental 
work, will revolutionize stage light- 
ing. 

Iliumination is obtained by para- 
bolic reflectors by which rays from 
lights of high candle power are 
projected on silver reflectors. The 
reflectors are of different hues to 
give any desired color effects. Be- 
laeco declared that the most impor- 
tant department of play production, 
aside from acting, was lighting.

MOSES’ CALL TO 
ARMS. WELCOMED, 
BROOKHART SAYS 


‘Senator Asserts Progressives 


Will Be Ready for Trial of 
Strength With United 
Conservatives. 


“ISSUE WILL COME 
IN NEXT CONGRESS” 


Farmers and Laborers Are 
Joined Against the Profit- 
eering Middle Man, lowan 
Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 21—The progres- 
sive element in Congress weicomes 
the statement attributed to Senator 
Moses of New Hampshire in Wash- 
ington yesterday, calling for co-op- 
eration of the conservatives of both 
parties to meet the “menace of rad- 
icalism”” and will win when the 
point comes to issue at the begin- 
ning of the next Congress, Senator 
Smith W. Brookhart- of -Iowa said 
today. 

“The Lincoln Republicans and the 
Jefferson Democrats will be pre- 
pared for a uniting of the Tory Re- 
publicans and the Bourbon Demo- 
crats when the next Congress con- 
venes,"" Brookhart, who passed 
through Chicago on his way to his 
home in Washington, Ia., said. 

“Pretty Well Organized.” 

Commenting on the statement of 
Senator Moses, who is chairman of 
the Republican senatorial campaign 
committee, Brookhart declared that 
the Progressives were “pretty weil 
organized”? and that they welcomed 
the public statement which recog- 
nized them to the extent of calling 
for a combination of conservatives 
of both parties in order to meet 
therm. 

The cituation really would come 
to issue at the beginning of the next 
Congress, he said, in the test of 
strength, and thé Lincoln Repubti-' 
cans and the Jefferson Democrats, 
as he characterized the Progressives 
in the two parties, would win, he 
said. : 

Brookhart denied that the present 
apparent inclination toward the 
Progressive tendencies in politics 
was temporary or that {t was con- 
fined to the farmers of the West or 
the Middle West. 

‘Same in Moses’ State.” 

“T was in Senator Moses’ state 
last Monday and I found the same 
condition there among the farmers 
as exists in the Middle West.” Sen- 
ator Brookhart said. ‘“The farmer 
never has had a square deal. The 
prices he must pay and the prices 
he gets are fixed by the middle 
man. The one thing which has saved 
him has been the fact that he got 
his land from the Government at 
$1.25 an acre and that land has ad- 
vanced in price. Now the advance in 
the price of land has ended. The 
price is backward. The financial 
interest of the East has determined 
to force the value of land back by 
reducing loans br using £150 as the 
valuation of the best Illinois and 
Iowa lands.” 

The farmers now realize the situa- 
tion, realize that they never have re- 
ceived a fair price for their products 
and that a large number of them are 
faced with bankruptcy, he said. 

Farmer and Laborer Interests. 

“The interests of the farmer and 
the laborer are mutual,” he asserted. 
“The laborer is the principal cus- 
tomer of the farmer and the farmer 
is the principal customer of the 
laborer. The middle ;profiteers are 
the common enemies of both. 

“Two-thirds of the bank deposits 
are from the farmers and the labor- 
ing people. The Federal Reserve 
Bank is built on these deposits. Un- 
til recently neither the farmer nor 
the laborer had a voice in the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and now the 
farmers have one representative. 
There ought to be three farmers and 
two laborers on this board, and on 
this proposition the farmers and the 
laborers are united. 


‘They also believe that co-over- 
ative banking is the basis of the suc- 
cess of all co-operative enterprises. 
They need co-operative credit and 
they have sufficient funds of their 
own if they are organized in a co- 
operative system. Their problems 
are too long standing, too far reach- 
ing, and too important to be con- 
sidered temporary.” 

Another point on which the farm- 
ers and laborers are united, Senator 
Brookhart said, is that of squeezing 
“the water out of the railroads.” 

“The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission placed a valuation of §19.- 
000.000,000 on the roads but the 
market value of the stocks and 
bonds at all times has been less than 
$12.000,000,000," he said. 

Senator Brookhart added that 
both also are willing to pay a bonus 
to the soldiers of the world war and 
to get the profiteere to pay the 
bill.”

PLACED AT 85 PER CENT 


Wheat and Oats Also Show Improve- 
ments Over 1922, According to 
Statisticians. 
By the Associated Preas. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 21. 
—Missouri grain crops promise 
larger yields than last year, and oats 


according to a report of the Fed- 
eral State Crop Reporting Service, 
just released. 

Corn, is growing on a larger acre- 
age than last year, and an increased 
acreage of oats also insures pienty 
of farm feed, the report indicatc4.- 
Corn is rated at 85 per cent of nor- 
mal against 82 per cent last year, 
and with favorable weather dutnz 
the balance of July and August, it 
is predicted that the yield will sreat- 
ly exceed that of 1922. 

Wheat at harvest was reported to 
be 81 per cent compared to 19 per 
cent last year, indicating that an 
average of 13.8 bushels an acve w'll 
be produced. The average last rear 
was 12.56 bushels to the acre last 
year. The small acreage of winter 
wheat is also considerably more 
promising than last season, the re- 
port said. - 

Oats are 82 per cent aguinst f° 
per cent last year, the report said 
and the yield is somewhat near th» 
ten year average. Both bariey and 
rye are reported to be in food con. 
dition.

Mob, Led by Communists, 
Loots 60 Stores, Cafes and 
Hotels in Breslau, Berlin

BERLIN, July 21.—S5erious food 
riots broke out in Breslau yesterday. 
Six persons were killed and 15 seri- 
ously wounded in street fighting. 

Sixty of the largest stores, cafes 
and hotels, were looted by a mob. 

The mob, under communist lead- 
ership, marched into the shopping 
district. Overcoming the police 
forces, they smashed windows and 
looted everything in sight. 

Police reinforcements from  su- 
burban districts came up and a street 
fight followed. The mob soon scat- 
teréd. Clashes, scatterings of crowds 
and renewed looting continued until 
early this morning, when the Gover- 
nor of Silesia proclaimed a state of 
siege and threatened to call out the 
Reichswehr. Order was finally re- 
stored. . 

The general belief in Berlin is 
that the Breslau riots will be a sig- 
nal for communists to start focd 
riots all over the country. It is 
learned that Berlin police forces have 
been secretly reinforced and are 
ready for action should the Reds 
make any trouble in the capital 

However, with the anger of the 
poverty stricken masses reaching its 
climax and the Government trying 
to balance the wallowing ship of 
state, communists scent another op- 
portunity for an attempt to create 
a Soviet regime in Germany.

RE the Germans shamming?

To these questions I can neither 

answer yes nor no. 
They are pertinent questions. If 
they could be answered things 
would be much simpler.

To the Allies, particularly France 
and Belgium, it still remains, after 
five years, the principal considera- 
tion.

ZR-1 goes te the North Pole, she 
will carry radio to the top ef the 


world, whether it is late this summer 


or next spring. If she reaches that 


Northern pinnacle, and experts insist 
there ig no reason to doubt her abil- 


ity, the naval airship will be able to 
prove the fact by virtue of her bear- 
ing from Northern radio stations. In 
these days of scientific achievement, 
proof is required, and in the event an 


Arctic explorer gets to the pole with 
a radio compass or a ‘transmitting 
set, there can be no doubt of his 
exact position. 

Together with a complete radio re- 
ceiving and transmitting set, the 
ZR-1 is equipped with the latest 
type of radio compass, which at the 
pole would show radio stations 
picked up as bearing directly south, 
while at all radio stations within 
communication distance her position 
would be due north. 

By the time the aerial explorers 
are: ready to start their Northern 
flight, toward the end og August, 
MacMillan’s radio experiments from 
the Bowdoin will have proven wheth- 
er radio will carry through the 
aurora, a point on which there seems 
to be some doubt.

The years passed, and Charlotte grew into girl- 
hood. The next entry in the record is an affi- 
davit made in 1913 by Chief of Police J. M. Daly 
of Pueblo, Cal. Charlotte was by now not more 
than 17 years old, and possibly only 14. Chief 
Daly swore that the mother and daughter con- 
fessed to him they had been engaged in practicing 
the ‘‘ badger game’’ on traveling salesmefm, in con- 
nivance with a man known as ‘‘N. F. Neahar.’’ 
However, there is nothing to show that either Mrg. 
Cheatham or her daughter was arrested. 

Four months later, the petition averred, on Nov. 
17, 1913, Charlotte was married in Memphis to 
Joseph P. Archulita. When, how and where they 
were divorced is not divulged.

A 
few days afterwards a detective from the depart- 
ment store of Stephens Bros., according to Mayo, 
telephoned him that Mrs. Cheatham, or Mrs. Gold- 
en, had been arrested on a charge of shoplifting.

In this connection is given the unsupported affi- 
davit of Harold Robingon, also filed with the 
divorce papers.

plications, some patients in diabetic coma have been 
relieved im a way that was not seen before the use 
of insulin. 

One important use of insulin is to assist the mod- 
erately severe diabetic case by tiding him over while 
he suffers temporarily from an infection, such as 
tonsilitis or grippe. Under those conditions the pa- 
tient has a fever and needs more energy to com- 
bat the infection. But in this he is hampered by 
the partial loss of his power to “ami Ramen Insulin. 
for as long as may be necessary, builds up his sugar- 
burning power. Thus the patient acquires greater 
strength with which to fight his temporary illness, 
which otherwise might pfove fatal because of his 
weakened condition, due to diabetes. 


Extravagant hopes have been raised in the minds 
of many diabetic sufferers by certain published ac- 
counts of insulin, and already some worthless prepa- 
rations are being advertised for sale. To clear up 
this situation, Dr. Shaffer, professor of biological! 
chemistry in Washington University, gave out a 
warning. With Dr. E. A. Doisy and Dr. Michael So- 
mogyi, he worked out improvements in the method 
of preparing and purifying insulin which have been 
adopted in other laboratories. 

“Insulin is not a ‘cure,”” said Dr. Shaffer. “In 
general, its continued administration seems to be 
necessary. And no reliable or effective method of 
administration has yet been found, other than by 
subcutaneous injection. 

“Injection is necessary, because the digestive fer- 
ments in the stomach and intestines destroy the 
active principle of insulin. It is important to re- 
member this fact, because there already are severa! 
‘fake’ preparations on the market, in the form of 
pills or other mixtures, for the patient to swallow. 


Such preparations undoubtedly have no value what- 


ever. 
“Furthermore, the use of insulin by physicians 


who are not familiar with its action and trained in 
its administration is fraught with considerabie dan- 
ger to the patient.

But fio really authoritative de- 
scription has yet appeared in print which establishes 
the. preparation of an extract like that from the 
pancreas of an animal.”’ 

While practitioners are studying in minutest de- 
tail the progress of diabetes cases under the insulin 
treatment, laboratory workers like Dr. Shaffer are 
working hard to perfect the making of insulin. The 
laboratory workers have two principal objects in 
view. One is the purification of the extract, so as 
to avoid any local reaction or toxic manifestation 
following upon an injection. The other desideratum, 
strange as it may seem to a layman, is some method 
of slowing’ down the action of insulin. 

At present, from one to four injections daily are 
necessary for the majority of serious diabetes cases 
—those where regulation of the diet will not avail. 
Each injection necessitates a new puncture “of the 
skin. Apart from the comfort of the patient, al- 
though an injection can be given with very little 
pain, there are various reasons which make the con- 
tinual puncturing of the skin undesirable. 

So the search is on for some inert. harmless sub- 
stance which can be administered with the insulin to 
retard its action. If the insulin can be slowed down 
sufficiently to keep at work for a greater number of 
hours, a smaller number of injections will be neces- 
sary. ' 

And that is the immediate goal: to produce a 
type of insulin which has to be administered only 
once a day. even in the cases of-total diabetics. For 
a type of insulin which need be injected but omce a 
month. or even but omce a week, there does not now 
seem to be any hope. 

But the person with a pancreas which will not per- 
form its duty of burning sugar should be thankful 
if he is able to prolong his life with insulin. although 
the treatment involve severa! injections every day.

ITANIC Texas is not what it used to be! 
“Why. we don’t even wear guns nowa- 
days when we go to church.” casually 
remarked a West Texan im the hearing 
of this tenderfoot from Missouri. who 
was down in the South Plains country, 
below the Panhandle. looking into the 
antecedents of the Statg of Texas vs. Tom Ross.

The front door opens from a porch. or. as Texans 
eall it. a gallery. There is also a window opening 
gnto the gallery. One door inside opens into the 
cining room, from which exit is easy through the 

itchen to the back yard. Another door leads to a 
washroom which has no other avenue of entrance 
or exit. 

On that memorable Sunday evening this small 
chatager contained at least eight chairs. ineluding 
two or three rockers: a table about three feet long, 
a large trumk placed along the wall. a telephone 
stand and a stove. By 8:30 the lobby contained also 
eight men. occuprving the chairs 

A very few minutes later this congested popula- 
tion was augmented by the entrance. sudden and 
violent, of two additional men. Yet. before these 
two had crossed the threshold of the front door. the 
living population of the lobby had been reduced by 
two: so that. after all, the population remained 
the same as to number. when the new arrivals had 
entered. Im that room were. for the immediate 
moment. eight living men and two dead men. 


In much less than a minute the population de 
creased rapid'!y through hot-foot flight. the frantic 
getaway of men fleeing from imminent disaster. 
Five of the six men left alive of the original com- 
pany made haste to get out. which was a wise move 
on their part. Four of them ran through the din- 
ing room and the kitchen. The fifth leaped imto the 
washroom and was bottled up there. s 


Remaining in the lobbr was Judge N. R. Morgan.

Five per cent interest allowed 
on all current accounts of whatever amount.” 

And with Lieutenant-General J. H. Gascogne, C. 
B.; the Rev. W. Fe Goode, D. D.; the Rev. Hope 
Robertson and Henry Walker, Esq., as trustees, who 
could doubt the integrity and the stability of the 
institution? Who, indeed, save all the other and 
regular bankers in London? All these fumed against 
the Co-Operative. Their fuming was futile. The 
common people received Mr. Richard Banner Oakley 
gladly, even as one who was sure to make their for- 
tunes for them. 

You will observe that these gentlemen were not 


directors: they were trustees. “Directors in a bank 
mean private control,” circularized Mr. Oakley. “I 
will have nothing to do with directors. I cannot 
work under the corporation laws without being in- 
terfered with. By working as I do, f can at once 
take every advantage of a proposition, or a situa- 
tion, without consulting others. Even with their 
cumbersome methods, some banks declare dividends 
of 20 per cent.

“The Co-Operative Bank is steadily making way,” 
one issue declared. “Already arrangements are be- 
ing made to extend its operations to the country. By 
refusing to do business with us, the other banks are 
drawing disaster on themselves. They are all rot- 
ten to the core.” 

The banks reiterated their charges again and 
again. Mr. Oakley told his subscribers and de- 
positors that the old banks were bellowing because 
they were scared into fits, fearing the Co-Operative 
would put them out of business. And the boobs be- 
lieved! 

A Bishop of the Church of England, holding 

shares in a substantial bank, ordered the Rev. Hope 
Robertson to resign his trusteeship in the Oakley 
outfit. The clergyman replied in a letter to a news- 
paper, which The Journal reprinted: 
“I deposit my money with the Co-Operative Credit 
Bank because of the interest it pays. Anybody can be 
a shareholder, and the bank publishes a quarterly 
balance sheet issged by an auditor who is appointed 
I have nothing to do with the 
management of the bank. We trustees are elected 
by the depositors to take care of the reserve funds. 
People have written. not hesitating to say that any 
system which promises to pay 18 per cent is a de- 
lusion. They have said also that Mr. Oakley is a 
swindler. That is really too bad!
